I might ſhow that the Name of Sacrament was given 
to rhis Ordinance by the firſt Chriſtians, becauſe they 
reckon'd the Celebrating his Supper to ſignifie the 
Binding our ſelves to ſerve and honour, love and obey 
and in God; to be his faithful Subj d Ser- 
vants. And ſo notoriqus was it, that they it as a 
Ceremony of covenantin with God ; that even the 
Heathens knew this, and therefore one of them ſpeak- 
ing of the Chriſtian Aſſemblies in his time for Worſhip 
(ar which rhey always celebrated this Sacrrment) ſays; 
They met together on a fixed Day before it was light

nant. No Man is left at liberty whether he will re- 
ceive this Sacrament. or not; but if-rhe Providence of 
God affords him Means and Opportunity to do ſo, he is 


bound to prepare himſelt for, and receive it. If a Man 4 


any time ne to e himſelf for it, and is 
therefore vnfir, and abfents himſelf becauſe he is unfir, 
in that caſe he will be judged to have neglected the, 
—_— it 2 He that ns not endeavour to be 
prepared, and receive ir as often as Opportunity is 
afforded him to do it in that Congregation of Chriſti- 
ans, which the Order of the Church and Obedience to 
the Gavernours of it does eblige him to join with ; He 
does ſo often neglect and refuſe-ir, as he thus abſents 
himſelf from ir. But the negle& and refuſal of this, 
we muſt know, is the negle and refuſal of the incom- 
parable Bleſſings of the New Covenant; of having the 
Pardon cf our Sins renewed and ſcaled; the Bleſſed In- 
Fuences of the Holy Spirit renewed upon us; and our
